Each succeeding year illustrates more

| Mr W, L, Simpson, chief Returning Officer 
presided, and, having read the writ, signi- 
fied his readiness to receive nouii nations. 

Mr George Aifcken had pleasure in nomi- 
nating, and Mr James Ritchie in seconding, 
Mr B. R. Baird as a fit aud proper person 
to represent the district. 

Mr Thomas Sims promised, Mr William 
Auckland seconded Mr Vintkxt Pyke. 

Mr Baird intimated that as ho purposed 
addressing thorn that evening in another 
' place, it would bn uuiu-cessary for him tog'- 
! into any details as t»» Lis views. Kb interest 
f ill tlio district was largo and extensive, aud 
j tjyji.sequcnllv it would hi; to Ins advantage te 



advance tho welfare of tlui district. Although 
be was nut endowed • with the eloquence of, 
Mr pyke, yet be considered tie bad a claim 1 
on tho electors for their, support, and could 
assure them lie would strenuously act oh 
their behalf. 

Mr Fyke did not desire’ to detain tho 
electors long, blit lie had a word or two to 
say. Ilo was grateful for liis opponent’s 
; tribute to his fMr Fyke’s) eloquence, and ho 
might assure them that ability to speak well 
was by no means the least requirement in a 
member of the Assembly, Much had been 
urged about Mr Baird being a local mum, but 
if he (Mr Fyke) was not a local man he would 
like to know what constituted one. He had 
lived in the district years before Mr Baird 
came to it and still looked over its welfare 
with a jealous eye. As to Mr Baird’s in* 
tercet in the district, he would tell them 
what that was— it often reached as high us 50 
per cent. If they returned Mr Baird the in- 
terests ho would be most careful to represent 
! would bo those of— B. R. Baird. He (tho 
| speaker) claimed to have an infinitely greater 
; stake in the country than Mr Baird. Ho 
might not have so much money but he had 
greater riches — his children, whose future 
was bound up in the country. Like Corne- 
lius of old he could say to those present— 
These are my jewels ; my stake in the coun- 
try, and ho flattered himself they far trans- 
cended in value any mere money-bags. 
(Cheers). He had no doubt he would be re- 
turned aud he could assure them that all in- 
terests would receive his best attention. Jt 
would, however, be necessary for his friends 
to be firm and unanimous, as they had op- 
posed to liis election the squatters, the Pro-* 
vinciat Government, and even its officers 
were canvassing against him (cries of shame ! 
and no.) It was a fact* and lie would ask 
liis supporters to do their best to make hia 
majority a large and triumphant one (ap- 
plause.) 

Further proceedings were then adjourned 
till Monday, 27th inst., and the meeting 
closed with a vote of thanks to Mr Simpson. 

THE ELECTION. 

Apart from the liveliness imparted by tlio 
holiday season there was little in Cromwell 
town on Monday to indicate that the struggle 
which lnid been so long looked for had now 
cotno to the final bout. Silent, but by no 
means slow, work ou both sides was the order 
of the day, and Although neither leather - 
lunged bellman nor flaming poster invited 
the “free and independent” to “roll up” on 
behalf of their favorite man, yet their was n 
strong under-current of interest in the result. 
Mr Baird selected Bannockburn as the field 
for his personal endeavors, while Mr Pyke 
was here, there and everywhere in Cromwell 
during the day— the result of the poll iu this 
division allowed that the veteran had not, 
beta idle. As the strongest voting power 
was at Bannockburn, naturally the principal 
interest centred in that division. It was 
generally thought that there Mr Baird would 
have ft good majority, but tlio ballot showed 
quite the reverse — Mr Fyke polling nearly 
two to one over his opponent. In Cromwell 
this result caused considerable surprise, as a 
number of influential men were known to be 
exerting themselves on Mr Baird’s behalf at 
Bannockburn. The voting in Cromwell itself 
gave evidence that the community was pretty 
evenly divided as to tho merits of tho two 
candidates, and this division stands out the 
bolder when contrasted with the block vote 
of Clyde, The pnllpt the latter township 
shows that with tho electors there it was 
purely a question of Clyde versus Cromwell. 
Being a Croimvell man.— ability or no 
ability, —was sufficient in their eyes to justify 
tho Clyde electors in renouncing Mr Baird. 
As the various returns came in, it became 
plain that the local candidate’s chauco was 
hopeless, the polling being almost two to one 
in favor of Mr Pyke. 

It is difficult to account for the small num- 
ber of votes polled within the electorate— 
l(ifi out of a roll of nearly SO0 voters. No 
doubt the particular day chosen for the elec- 
tion had a good deal to do with it, while pro- 
bably tho principal reason for so many not 
exercising their political rights was a careless- 
ness as to which man represented the dis- 
trict, seeing there was so little to choose be- 
tween their professed creeds. Notwith- 
standing the deep and wide-spread anxiety 
which the general elections have caused, it is 
remarkable that on the present occasion only 
37 votes more than was polled nt the last 
election for the Dmistau, in February, 1S71, 
were recorded, tho numbers standing— 421) 
in l$7l ; and 4GG, in 1875. We give tho 
figures of Monday’s election in detail as olli- 
siaily declared at Clyde on Wednesday

Tlio Race Meeting of 1875 lins come and 
gone, and fortunately it is our duty to chro- 
nicle it u b a success, although there were not 
wanting omens of non-success. In the first 
place the entries for the various events were 
limited enough to have a somewhat dis- 
couraging effect, wlrch was considerably 
strong bhehed by tho broken, disagreeable 
weather that prevailed on Monday, and 
which promised to put a complete damper on 
the proceedings. Heavy rain fell on Mon- 
day night and Tuesday morning and up till 
noon things looked uncommonly gloomy. 
Fortunately, however, Old Sol rsserted him- 
self and broke through the clouds, raising the 
hopes of the promoters as well as allaying tho 
fears of the holders of privileges, who began 
to think there was small show of their being 
recouped. From noon the day continued 
fine— not too warm, while the previous 
heavy rainfall had completely laid the sand 
of the plain, a luxury of itcelf wlrch can 
only be justly appreciated by those who' have 
suffered a couple of hot, dry days on a race- 
course in this section of the country. The 
attendance the first day was very good con- 
sidering the late hour at which the weather 
cleared up, no doubt causing many from a 
distance to decide on staying at home. On 
tho second day tho number present was 
scarcely so great, but we not’ced that the 
ladies mustered in greater force, adding 
largely to the freshness and variety of the 
ucene. Of the raco^ themselves much need 
not be written. They were only middling ; 
■and with the exception perhaps of the 
Steward's Purse on the second day there was 
not an exciting event during the meeting. 
‘This prize was between Charley and Wex- 
ford, and considerable money was laid about 
the latter. But he found a Btioker in old 
Charley who clung to him throughout and 
landed the money by dint of as game a strug- 
gle as one could wish to see, But if the 
various prizes were easily won, they had the 
redeeming feature of being honestly run for. 
Every horse evidently ran on its merits, and 
tho result was that the pub 1; c did rot be- 
grudge the owner his good fortune. Strange 
to say, there was an entire absence of the 
“ talent,” which it may safely bo sa'd ako 
contributed something to the smoothness 
with which everything went off. No" did 
any little games grace the course, if. we ex- 
cept a field pool, which apparently was 
voted a “ square” game and allowed to pro- 
ceed, no doubt much to the satisfaction of 
the proprietor, whose profits must have been 
handsome. However, he was generous 
enough to hand over £5 e;.ch day to the cre- 
dit of the local hospital, which may to some 
extent account for his immunity from inter- 
ference. VVe no heed one gentleman vainly 
endeavor to establish himself in the interest- 
ing and profitable (to the owner) game of 
“pop it down, gentlemen, 7’s the mam, 5 ’ 
but the vigilance of a lynx-eyed officer nipped 
the enterprising speculator in the bud. On 
the whole tho meeting, if not exciting, was 
free from the many annoyances which in 
times past were tolerated, and indulgence in 
which too often brought sad reflection on 
the morrow. Much credit ; s due Sergeant 
M‘Ganu and Iris officers for the firm but 
courteous manner in which they performed 
their duries— duties which it is right to say 
were not of a very disagreeable nature, for 
during the entire meeting we did not notice 
half-a-dozen men tho worse for hquor. 

From lVjtior we naturally turn to the ven- 
dor of it, who on this occasion waa Mr Charles 
By lands. It is a pleasing duty to write that 
notwithstanding the disadvantages under 
which ho labored the caterer gave the most 
entire satisfaction. The various spirits, 
wines, and beverages were “up to the 
handle,” and fully maintained the reputation 
for having things proper which Mr Hylands 
has already gained in tins community. We 
noticed many little innovations ard improve- 
ments at the hands of the bootlih older which 
we hope to see carried out at future meet- 
ings. Notable among these was the Grand 
Stand being covered in by an awning— which 
on Tuesday and Wednesday served the 
double purpose of shading the spectators 
from the burning rays of the sun, and also 
sometimes afforded shelter from occasional! 
showers. The refresment tables were under 
the management of Mr Thomas Webb — wee 
well iittemii'd to and amply replenished, — 
a fact wlrch was testified to by the many 
appetites winch 3ought to be satisfied. On 
the whole we must give Mr Rylands credit 
for. having carried out his spocuhton to the 
satisfaction of those whom he set himself to 
serve, although whether he did so profitably 
to himself it would be more difficult to say. 

A* wired of praise is likewise due the 
Stewards, who carried out tho programme in 
a sat ns factory style. A s little time as possible 
wa.3 delayed between each event, and the 
meeting each day caino to a cluse at a reason- 
able hour.

MeaBra Menders and Cope are engaged in 
canvassing the outlying diatricts and it is 
not' probable that any other local candidate 
will dispute the Held with them. It iB, how- 
ever, 'pretty definitely understood that Mr 
Bradshaw will enter the lists, as he has men 
influentially requested to stand. Mr Macas- 
,sey has declined to contest. No positive ex- 
pressions of public opinion have yet teen 
manifested as t<* the policy most acceptable 
to this constituency, but I feel incline^ to 
predict that Centralism will be favore^, as 
few diatricts have suffered more heavily from 
Provincial neglect. With undeveloped 
quartz field of vast extent in which/ good 
prospects in quartz are met with frornj time 
to time by the few who have the patience to 
explore the recesses of the country, tie Go- 
vernment even haggle over the expenditure 
of a few pounds to construct a pack-tr^ck up 
the 12- Mile creek .where good reefs are 
known to exist; and ‘this neglect ahoald be 
bitterly resented by the district. In ipite of 
the obstacles thus left to vexand worry en- 
terprise, I feel sure that good discoveries will 
be made, and if another battery is put up 
higher up the creek to test stone, many good 
patches will be obtained, and the larger reefs 
more efficiently opened. Tho aspect J>f the 
country is not inviting— naked rocks and 
patches of snow, but amid this the “root of 
all evil” is undeniably present, and therefore 
is bound to be dragged to light. The Messrs 
Raven have parted with Bome small interest 
in their reef at a good figure, and are getting 
on well with their battery. A number of 
Chinese continue to scrape up gold over the 
old workings near Manetown, and a steady 
population of about forty Europeans ; re en- 
gaged in tunnelling and sluicing. 

Sheepowners have laid their fingers i n por- 
tions of the commonage by applying fo* areas 
of six thousand and ten thousand acre f locks, 
which will in all probability be granted to 
them. As cattle owners did not act htnesidy 
in paying their assessments, if they hse this 
country they have only themselves to [dame ; 
so that all the agitation which resulted in
